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VB Schools 
seek fast 
‘Turnaround’

Van Buren Public Schools Supt. Michael 
Van Tassel has committed the school district 
to a “Turnaround” mode and at Monday’s 
school board meeting Dr. Grant Chandler 
spoke for more than an hour explaining the 
project. 

Dr. Chandler is project director of 
MIExcel and Van Buren is one of the 
12 Early Adopter school districts in the 
state that is undertaking a new system to 
improve their districts. There is no direct 
cost to the district since he is funded by the 
State of Michigan. 

Dr. Chandler said he expects the district 
to show great improvement in from 18 to 
24 months, as shown on tests of any kind. 
He said the countdown started a month ago 
when they began work on this district. 

Van Tassel said the state is not taking the 
Van Buren district over, but the scores are 
not good and there is a sense of urgency 
because, “These kids can’t wait.” 

“If a child comes to us in Kindergarten 
and can’t identify letters of the alphabet, 
that’s unfortunate, but what are we going 
to do about it?” Van Tassel said in his 
introductory remarks before Dr. Chandler’s 
presentation. 

“I am deeply concerned because schools 
are bureaucratic in nature and don’t think 
in terms of urgency,” Van Tassel said. 

He rapidly introduced the District 
Turnaround Team that included Russ 
Robinson, a consultant from Wayne RESA 
who is not being paid by the district for 
this, as well as Mrs. Ross, Laura Maher, 
Aleisha Pitt, Diane Kullis, John Leroy, 
Abdul Madun, board vice president Martha 
Toth, and “some teachers.” 

‘T ve been moved by Dr. Chandler,” Van

Romulus OKs first step to upgrade 34" Dist. Court

At its Nov. 23 regular meeting, the 
Romulus City Council voted unanimously 
to pass a notice of intention that it will be 
going out for up to $11 million in capital 
improvement bonds to upgrade and expand 
the 34" District Court complex. 
And, the court will make the bond 
payments. 

The courthouse, owned by the city of 
Romulus, is next door to city hall and the 
Romulus library on the municipal campus. 

Among renovations is addition of another 
courtroom, so the magistrate can use one 
of present courtrooms and won’t have to 
continue to hold court in his office, and a 
new public hallway down the south side of 
the building to the three courtrooms (two 
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new and one refurbished), with the present 
hallway to be used for interoffice traffic. 
Also, the parking area will be improved for 
the entire municipal campus. 

The entry would be at the front of the 
building and people coming in to the 
probation department or to pay fees would 
have easy access to that area, while those 
heading to the courtrooms would go 
through the metal detectors and down the 
new hall. 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green said the 
proposed project would add 15,000 square 
feet to the building and that space is much 
needed. 

She said there is a 45-day window after 
publication of the Romulus council’s notice 
for the bonds during which time taxpayers 
can petition the council for a referendum. 
Judge Green said she was waiting until 
after the 45 days was up to go to the five 
communities to explain what it is the court 
wants to do. 

Court Administrator/Magistrate Al 
Hindman said they have been planning to 
improve the court for eight years and this is 


the fifth attempt with the council. He said 
it was the first time they got past the first 
step — a notice of intention. 

“This is a huge thing,” Judge Brian 
Oakley said in his courtroom last week, 
adding staff in the courthouse is using 
former store rooms for offices and they 
are working in very crowded conditions. 
He said the building hasn’t been upgraded 
since the early 1990s. 

Judge Green said they looked at the 
possibility of a new building, but it would 
cost twice as much as the renovations and 
the court might not be making enough 
money monthly for a larger payment. 

The proposed project was explained 
to the Romulus City Council in a study 
session earlier in the day Nov. 23. Court 
Administrator Hindman compared the 34" 
District Court to other courts in this area 
and pointed out the 34" District Court 
handles twice as many cases in half as 
much space. 

Judge Oakley said the expansion of the 
courtis needed to serve the five communities

covered by the court: the cities of Belleville 
and Romulus and townships of Huron, Van 
Buren, and Sumpter. The court covers a 
total of 13 police departments, including 
those at Metro Airport, Metroparks, Wayne 
County Sheriff, Michigan State Police, and 
Department of Natural Resources. 

A representative from Miller Canfield 
explained the procedure for the bonds at 
the city council meeting. 

He said the notice of intention will be 
published and there is no requirement to go 
for a vote of the people, unless the city is 
petitioned. Then, there will be a referendum 
and, if the bonds are approved, they will be 
sold next summer. But the bonds will not 
be sold until after bid prices are available, 
so the bonds are expected to be finalized 
next August or September. 

He said the funds to pay the bonds will be 
generated by the court. But, since the city 
is the issuer of the bonds, the city needs to 
pledge its full faith and credit to pay off the 
bonds if the court can’t. 

He said the city is not allowed to use 
taxes to pay off the bonds. 

In other business at the Nov 23 meeting, 
the Romulus City Council also approved 
putting on the March 8 presidential primary 
ballot a request for Neighborhood Street 
Improvement Bonds of not to exceed $25 
million. This is estimated to need a levy of 
3.55 mills per year for 12 years. 

The paving, repaving and reconstruction 
of residential streets is expected to take 
four construction seasons. Over the past 
year the city has been holding visioning 
sessions and one of the top priorities was 
the upgrading of residential streets. 

The vote was 5-2 with Councilwomen 
Linda Choate and Sylvia Makowski voting 
no.

The officers continued to warn the 
occupants and managed to clear the entire 
building, including freeing a man who was 
locked in a storage room in the basement. 

After exiting the building the second time, 
Officers Dean and Cooper were treated for 
smoke inhalation. 

“The actions of Officers Dean, Cooper, 
Allen and Bright were heroic and selfless 
and helped to save many lives,” the 
information in the printed program said. 

Each person being honored that evening 
in the huge event were permitted to bring 
four guests. Officer Dean brought her 
father Harry Dean of Belleville, her sister 
Sue Gadja of Van Buren Township and 
her brother and his wife Edward and Lisa 
Fleming of Dearborn. 


Her son Matthew Ruiz, 19, a senior at a 
Dearborn High School, had to play on his 
hockey team that night in order to qualify 
for the finals a few days later so he was 
unable to attend the event. 

Officer Dean is celebrating her 21“ year 
with the Detroit Police Department. She is 
the daughter of Harry and the late Dorothy 
Dean of Belleville. 

Among those making remarks at the event 
was Detroit Mayor Mike Duggan who 
said, “I want to congratulate the recipients 
of the Medal of Valor, Purple Heart, Public 
Safety Partnership, and City Change Maker 
Awards. I applaud the efforts of tonight’s 
honored guests, volunteers, and sponsors 
for making a positive impact in our 
community, and going above and beyond 
the normal demands of service.” 


VBT Board hears comments on proposed layoffs

More than 50 people were in the 
audience of the Dec. | meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees — and 
many wanted to talk about the proposed 
dissolving of the fire department duty crews 
and layoffs in the police department. 

Speakers had to wait until the end of the 
meeting for the Non-Agenda Items spot on 
the agenda before they could speak. 

Township resident Kathleen Walsh stood 
up at her front-row seat and stated, “There’s 
a big elephant in the room” that isn’t being 
talked about. 

She said she has gone on the 
Bellevilleareaindependent.com web site 
where they are talking about it. 

She asked if a letter was sent to 
the fire department? Is there a big 
misunderstanding? 

“Do we talk about things here? Does the 
fire chief teach at Schoolcraft College?” 
she asked. 

Clerk Leon Wright said the fire department 
letter wasn’t sent by the board but by the 
negotiating committee to set up a meeting. 
He said it wasn’t to shut down a fire station 
or lay anyone off. 

“The board didn’t send the letter?” Walsh 
asked. 

Clerk Wright replied, “The board didn’t 
send the letter and if the board didn’t initiate 
it, ‘It’s just a letter floating around...’” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the fire 
chief had approval from Supervisor Linda 
Combs and Public Safety Director Greg 
Laurain to teach at Schoolcraft. 

“He handles what he has to,” she said of 
Fire Chief Dan Besson. 

“He’s on call, but he had necessary 
approval,’ Clerk Wright said, adding, 


the fire chief salary and benefit package 
includes paid time off. 

Police Officer Chris Valinski said Clerk 
Wright said there was “a misunderstanding” 
and there was no directive from the board 
on layoffs. Officer Valinski said the union 
has been accused of scare tactics and there 
is friction and hostility in the department. 

“There’s a huge white elephant in this 
room,” Officer Valinski agreed with 
Walsh. 

He said the budget has just been 
approved and there is funding in place 
to maintain the staff of the whole Public 
Safety Department. He asked if somebody 
fabricated the layoffs. 

“It has been discussed,” Clerk Wright 
said, adding there was a millage for 6.5 
mills that failed at the polls. “I was asked 
to come to the fire department by my chief 
to discuss finances.” 

An emergency fire staff meeting was 
held on the subject at Fire Station #1 on 
Nov. 25, in anticipation of the Independent 
reporting on layoffs. 

Clerk Wright produced a chart on finances 
that he made for that fire department 
meeting and told the large audience on Dec. 
1 that he had run off 50 copies to share with 
them. Few were interested. 

Clerk Wright said from the time the voters 
passed 4 mills for public safety until now 
there has been a duty crew to staff the fire 
halls 24/7, while the value of the township 
dropped 30%. 

“It’s going to take us 15 years at 2% 
increase a year to recoup,” he said. 

In 2012, 4 mills brought in $2.2 million, 
Clerk Wright said. He said over the years 
the board has subsidized the decrease in 
funds and, “What the board is saying now 
is we can’t continue... 


“If you keep paying your bills from your 
savings account, you’re going to run out,” 
Clerk Wright said. 

Lt. Mark Buckberry, president of the 
POLC Command Officers union, reported 
on an incident that happened on Nov. 
23 when he and Sgt. Louis Keele were 
talking. He said Director Laurain said the 
offer of employment for a new officer is 
now rescinded. 

Lt. Buckberry said Director Laurain 
then said 5-10 patrol officers will be laid 
off, “Depending on how deep the board 
wants to go.” He said those were the only 
employees getting laid off. Laurain said he 
had to call POLC Patrol/Dispatch union 
president Adam Byrd to tell him to alert the 
patrol officers of the layoff. 

“I am Officer Byrd’s supervisor and ... 
I have never questioned his integrity,” Lt. 
Buckberry said, referring to Officer Byrd’s 
report that he got such a notice from the 
“employer.” 

“The board is using scare tactics. Where 
is the leadership? Instead of discussing 
what happened ... they talk about who to 
blame.” 

Officer Byrd noted the board is not 
making cuts from this current budget to 
the next budget. He asked why they said he 
was confused at the work/study session. 

He noted four weeks ago the board was 
talking about giving themselves raises. 

Officer Byrd said with the last millage 
everybody made promises and that millage 
income runs through the end of 2017. The 
Visteon bond won’t be due until about 
2019. The Public Safety Department is 
funded at the exact same rate it has been, 
he said. 

Sgt. Mare Abdilla, president of the

Library Board opts 
for all-new building 


Rather than cobbling a new expansion 
onto an old building, the Belleville Area 
District Library Board voted on Tuesday to 
build a new, two-story, 30,000-square-foot, 
energy-efficient library building and tear 
the old one down. 

Several board members said they were 
impressed by the comments of retired 
architect George Craven who spoke at a 
recent meeting. Craven had designed the 
new addition to the old library building 
years back and he said now the community 
deserves an all-new building. Both Craven 
and the present architect Dan Whisler used 
the term “cobbled” when referring to new 
construction on old. 

Three board members were absent from 
Tuesday’s vote, but they all said they were in 
favor of Option C — the all-new building. 

There was a report from the Nov. 25 
meeting with city officials who discussed 
details of the library placement. The board 
wants to build the new library in the middle 
of Fourth Street and the city was OK with 
that, as long as Fourth Street was left open 
from Main Street to the alley. 

Paul Stauder, financial advisor, showed 
preliminary figures to help plan a bond vote 
for November 2016. And, architect Whisler 
said he could start drawing up what the 
library would look like. The front door 
would likely be visible from Main Street — 
or, maybe not. 

Design is the next step and then selling the 
project to the public. The library board has 
reduced the size of the building and kept it 
downtown. Maybe this will work.

To the Editor: 

Last week at the Tuesday, Dec. 1, 2015 
Township Board Meeting I indicated that 
the township supervisor is the principal 
employer in the township, and that 
all township employees work for the 
supervisor. 

I asked a very simple question, in very 
plain-spoken words. I asked, “Who made 
the decision to give the police union, 
official notification of imminent police 
layoffs, and why? No answer was offered 
by Township Board Members; however, 
the township supervisor was absent from 
the meeting. 

The board room was full of concerned 
public safety employees who deserve 
an answer to that simple question. Also 
present at that meeting were puzzled police 
and fire department union representatives, 
the public safety director, the fire chief, and 
the deputy director of police. Everyone sat 
with blank, inquisitive looks on their faces, 
but not one of the township leaders (elected 
or appointed) stepped up to offer an answer 
to that very simple question. 

Van Buren Township is suffering and 
hungry for leadership. Leadership is the 
capacity to translate vision into action. 
A leader’s primary function is to provide 
order and stability to the organization they 
serve. There is an obvious, and recently 
visible, leadership void in our township 
government. All of the leadership seats are 
filled, but it appears that our leaders have 
chosen not to accept difficult leadership 
tasks. This is how it works, board members: 
Swallow hard, take a deep breath, and tell 
the TRUTH. I know it’s hard but it’s very 
simple and necessary. 

Our public safety employees are public 
servants who have a positive vision for the 
future of our community. They see the very 
best in all of us. These dedicated employees 
place themselves in harm’s way, and risk 
their personal safety to ensure a positive 
future for our community, and its citizens. 
These employees deserve fair treatment, 
honest leadership, and support from their 
employer. That does not appear to be the 
current situation around township hall 
these days. 

On Tuesday, Nov. 3, 2015 the public 
safety millage failed to receive enough 
votes for passage. On Monday, November 
23, 2015 the public safety director gave 
the official seven-day notification of 


layoffs to the Patrol and Dispatcher Union 
President Adam Byrd, as required by the 
POLC Collective Bargaining Agreement. 
This notification places police officers

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and dispatcher on notice that layoffs are 
imminent. Union President Adam Byrd, 
indicated to me he then notified the POLC 
union membership, as required by his 
position, and at the request of Public Safety 
Director Greg Laurain. 

The next day there was a tremendous air 
of confusion concerning whether layoffs 
were going to happen, or not happen. 
This confusion created much instability 
among our public safety employees. My 
question remains unanswered, “Who 
made the decision to give the police union, 
official notification of imminent police 
layoffs, and why? Van Buren Township 
tax payers deserve to know, and why am I 
so concerned? Noted English philosopher 
John Locke (1632-1704) said, “The actions 
of men are the best interpreters of their 
thoughts.” Regardless of today’s uncertain 
rhetoric in township hall it is my firm belief 
that management actually planned to lay 
off police officers and dispatchers. 

The morale among public safety 
employees is at an all-time low as a result 
of these recent and past public safety 
management blunders. Employees are in 
a state of confusion concerning possible 
layoffs. They were notified a month before 
Christmas that they may soon lose their 
jobs, now everyone is unsure. (How would 
you feel?) 

Management is not providing order 
and stability to the organization, and they 
are not being fair and honest with their 
employees. It is time for those elected and 
appointed leaders to step up and perform 
their leadership function in a fashion that 
is fair, and equitable to everyone involved; 
including we the people who pay the bills.

VBT POLC union 
demands answers 


To the Editor: 

I am the POLC, Van Buren Township 
Patrol and Dispatcher’s union president. 
On Nov. 23, 2015, I was notified by Van 
Buren Township Director of Public Safety 
Gregory Laurain that there are going to 
be layoffs, and that I need to notify my 
membership. 

Minutes after my discussion with 
Director Laurain I sent an e-mail to my 
union membership officially notifying 
them that there are going to be layoffs. 
After notifying my membership, I again 
spoke with Director Laurain who indicated 
that he had received the e-mail, and that it 
was sufficient notification. 

Myself and other police union members 
attended the Dec. 1, 2015, Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees meeting, 
chaired by Clerk Leon Wright. At that 
meeting none of the elected board members 
would give a direct answer to the questions 
concerning police layoffs, or if the fire 
department duty crews are going to be 
eliminated. 

Our elected union members spoke while 
Public Safety Director Gregory Laurain 
sat in the audience without speaking up to 
address these issues that are highly sensitive, 
and disturbing to our membership. 

After the board meeting it was my 
impression that certain township board 
members, and/or Director Laurain appeared 
to be using their employees as political 
pawns, because the public safety millage 
failed. Certain board members came to the 
public safety unions as a last-ditch effort to 
gain our support for the millage. However, 
it is our belief that the millage language 
misrepresented public safety funding, 
and that certain members of the millage 
committee did not represent the moral 
standards of public safety first responders. 

Our community must be aware that a 
2012 millage renewal of 4 mills would 
fund the public safety department, as it has 
in the past, until 2017. In 2012 the majority 
of the members of the Board of Trustees 
promised to maintain our current level of 
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public safety services if the community 
voted to renew the then 4-mill public safety 
millage. 

Certain township board members 
(Treasurer Sharry Budd, Trustees Phil Hart 
and Jeff Jahr) voted in favor of cosigning 
for the bankrupt Visteon Corporation, 
in the amount of approximately $55 
million without sufficient benefit to our 
community. It seemed like a good idea at 
the time; however, in 2019 cosigning for 
the bankrupt Visteon Corporation will 
cause a significant shortfall in township 
revenues. 

As in most communities the public 
safety department has the largest revenue 
allocation. Therefore, it is very important 
that the millage is passed. However, Van 
Buren Township’s public safety employees 
will only endorse a millage if the board of 
trustees is honest with our citizens about 
the need to raise their taxes, and does not 
attempt to use its public safety employees 
as political pawns. 

Going forward, the township’s public 
safety employees would be happy to 
support a millage. They would need time 
to assemble a millage committee that 
represents the standards of our union 
membership. Most members of the past 
committee would be good representatives, 
however there others who do not meet the 
criteria of the high moral standards that we 
require. 

Additionally, to date we have not received 
an answer from our township board of 
trustees, who gave the Public Safety 
Director the confidence to notify our union 
members that layoffs are in their uncertain 
future. Nor has the board expressed the 
reason to threaten union employees with 
layoffs when the public safety department is 
funded through the end of 2017. Our union 
members and this community demand 
answers to these pressing questions.

‘Elephant in the room’ 
is VBT’s deficit budget 


To the Editor: 

VBT Public Safety Department: police, 
firefighters and 911 Dispatch, what is your 
future? 

The “elephant in the room” isn’t your 
collective bargaining agreement, it’s the 
deficit budget that clearly threatens your 
livelihood ... just as it threatens Van Buren 
Township taxpayers. 

The Visteon Corporation spin off from 
Ford Motor Company in June of 200 created 
the second-largest auto parts supplier in the 
world. 

Shortly after this corporate divestiture, 
Visteon began a search for an immediate 
headquarters complex that would 
accommodate the consolidation of all 13 
existing facilities located in Michigan at 
that time. 

The Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation (MEDC) provided the database 
for Visteon executives to search for 
available properties suitable to their needs. 
As it turned out, Van Buren Township had 
the preferred site that would best serve the 
future needs of the new corporation. 

Soon afterwards, the company settled into 
strategic negotiations with the township 
to help define the needed incentives that 
would assure the project being built. 

The total state and township incentive 


package was estimated to be nearly $74 
million and with the reports submitted 
by McKenna Associates, the final 
development projected costs would top 
out around $300 million. As the initial 
construction continued on the 150-acre 
parcel of commercial development a clear 
vision opportunity and pride began to take 
shape in Van Buren Township. 

Likewise, throughout Michigan this 
was considered a major accomplishment 
for the region. A stagnant property that 
was previously an empty rock quarry, and 
paid a meager $3,500 per year in taxes, 
was transformed into a premier land 
development that would initially generate 
more than $200,000 per year in tax revenue 
to the township. 

Who couldn’t see the tremendous growth 
opportunities this would create in Van 
Buren Township? Governor Granholm had 
already stated her goal to make Michigan 
a “come-back state” with an emphasis 
on high-tech jobs with a clean and safe 
environment, and this new facility would 
showcase her vision for the future. 

For all that Visteon Village was, Visteon 
Corporation wasn’t. The projected 800 new 
jobs never materialized and the estimated 
$50 million per year in state tax revenues 


vanished completely. Overnight the 
“dream project” had become an economic 
nightmare! 


Visteon was insolvent with the company 
filing for immediate court-directed relief 
just as the entire nation was facing a deep 
recession during the final year of the Bush 
administration’s economic collapse. 
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On May 28, 2009 Visteon filed voluntary 
petitions to reorganize under Chapter 
11 rules of the U.S. Bankruptcy Code in 
Delaware and on May 29, the case was 
heard before Judge Christopher Sontchi 
granting Visteon Chapter 11 protection. 

At this time Visteon shares had dropped 
from a worthless 7 cents to a mere 2 cents 
after the corporation had been delisted 
from the New York Stock Exchange in 
early March of the same year. 

In other words, the company was ordered 
to reorganize and produce a viable business 
spread sheet, thus leaving suppliers and 
creditors scrambling to recover some mere 
pittance of their investment. Therefore, 
everything that had been promised, 
including all of the future job proposals and 
tax revenues for the township and the state, 
was now a blemish on those individuals 
who had negotiated the original grand 
scheme to bring this business to Van Buren 
Township. 

Of course, to simply place the blame will do 
nothing to resolve the tremendous financial 
burden that now faces our community. So, 
where do we go from here? 

Well, unlike the former supervisor, Paul 
D. White, “who sold the cow fora f e w 
magic beans,” $10 million in distressed 
Visteon notes were sold at a 40% loss for 
$6 million resulting in $5.7 million after 
fees; the current Board of Trustees will 
need a comprehensive strategic plan to 
lessen the burden on our taxpayers. 

Please, get on board.

But as the employer we have a 
responsibility to them as any employee 
expects from their employer. We have 
a responsibility to make sure they have 
resources and materials they need to do 
their job safely, to serve and protect us. 

We need to make sure that our departments 
are staffed with the correct levels of 
employees to be able to do the job we 
expect them to do. We have a responsibility 
to make sure we have a management team 
in place (the entire Board of Trustees) that 
we the citizens give the responsibility to 
manage the people who work for us, not 
them but us. 

The Board of Trustees also works for 
us; we elect them and we pay them. 
They answer to us and I really think they 
sometimes forget that. The other night we 
demanded answers and did we get them, 
NO, we got we don’t know who sent this 
and we don’t know who said this. We are 
their bosses and we demand answers not I

After a few months two 
separate reports were given to the Board 
of Trustees with a millage request. They 
were approved by the board and went to 
the voters and they both passed. 

I believe everyone supports an increase 
funding to Public Safety but I also believe 
the trust factor in our elected leadership is 
low and needs to be repaired before one is 
passed. 

As the employers it is our responsibility 
to our employees to make sure our 
management team is doing the job we 
elected them to do. We asked questions and 
we demand answers NOW not later. We

need to see a change in the atmosphere now 
and we need bi-monthly reports on what 
changes are discussed and what solutions 
are planned. We the citizens are the stock 
holders for Van Buren Township and we all 
have equal shares.

We 
expect prompt answers to our questions 
when they are asked and made public. I 
am tired of hearing to a public question, 
“Please come and see me in my office.”

Sumpter Township loses 
police officer, fire fighter 
as employees move on

Donald LaPorte, Jr., a Sumpter Township 
fire fighter, has been hired by the City of 
Farmington as a public safety officer. 

He is certified as an Emergency Medical 
Technician and fire fighter and was to 
graduate from the police academy on Nov. 
17. He was to start his first 12-hour shift as 
a public safety officer on Nov. 18. 

At the Nov. 10 meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, the board 
approved a leave of absence from the fire 
department for LaPorte. 

His father, Donald LaPorte, gave the 
fire department report at the meeting and 
explained that Farmington wants his son 
to concentrate on his public safety officer 
duties now. Maybe, in the future, it will be 
possible for him to return to being a paid- 
per-call fire fighter in Sumpter. 

And, the board also approved, with 
regrets, the resignation of Police Officer 
Joshua Scaglione, who has been hired as 
a full-time officer in the Westland Police 
Department. 

In other business at the Nov. 10 meeting, 
the board: 

e Heard LaPorte say he is public safety 
officer for the fire department and he 
wanted to give a report. He said the fire 
department appreciates the help of the 
police department and just the previous 
week a couple officers helped fire fighters 
put out a grass fire. He said recently three 
trainers from the Saginaw tri-township 
fire department gave two, four-hour fire 
fighter safety classes, “Everyone Goes 
Home.” One of the recommendations was 
to carry baby wipes in the fire truck so the 
carcinogens in the air from fires can be 
wiped off the fire fighters’ arms and necks 
which decreases the cancer risk by 51%;

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e Heard a presentation from Scott Virgo 
on the new Kiwanis Club being organized 
for the tri-community.

Janet has been filling in for Hurst during 
her abscenses following several surgeries, 
starting last December; 

e Approved meeting dates for the township 
board and planning commission for 2016; 

e Was informed the annual, free Christmas 
Party for children will be held at 6 p.m., 
Dec. 16, at the Community Center. Parents 
should register children at the supervisor’s 
office by Dec. 4, so they will know how 
many gifts to get; 

e Heard former Trustee Tim Rush 
volunteer to be on the committee being 
formed by Trustee Don Swinson to get 
solar power for the police department and 
community center. He said he has solar 
power at his house and he cut his electric 
bill from $250 to $30 a month. Trustee 
Swinson said, “Welcome aboard”; and 

e Heard Mary Ban say that the furnace was 
out at the community center and although it 
is fixed now, she asked if they could replace 
the boiler which is old. Clerk Hoffman said 
the solar committee is working on getting 
energy for the community center and police 
department.

She said if 
the Moose doesn’t pay the balloon payment 
on the mortgage in the future, the township 
will get the building back and, “We want it 
in tip-top shape.” 


VBT Planners give final 
site plan approval for 
Trilogy clubhouse, pool 


At a 14-minute special meeting on Dec. 2 the 
Van Buren Township Planning Commission 
granted final site plan approval to Trilogy 
Residences for the demolition of its existing 
tennis courts and construction of a clubhouse 
and swimming pool in the same area. 

The proposed clubhouse and swimming pool, 
which are accessory to the existing apartment 
houses, are special land uses in the RM-Multiple 
Family Residential zoning district. A special 
land use permit for this project was approved 
by the township board on Oct. 20. 

The site, known as 41500 Bellridge Boulevard, 
is located on the west side of Independence 
Lane, north of the I-94 North Service Drive. 

Representatives of Trilogy said they propose 
adding a 7,785-square-foot clubhouse for 
residents only, with a 64’x20’ pool, fireplace, 
fire pit, and hot tub. They added four parking 
spaces, to make a total of 466, and revised their 
landscaping plan as requested by the planners. 

Since it is a non-sprinkled building, it will be 
monitored by an outside alarm company. 

Ata previous meeting, Trilogy representatives 
said they are upgrading the apartment complex 
to increase occupancy.

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Sumpter Planners set Dec. 10 public hearing on requested rezoning

Atits regular meeting Nov. 12, the Sumpter 
Township Planning Commission set a 
public hearing for Dec. 10 on the requested 
rezoning of 21620 Sumpter Road from 
Local Commercial (LC) to Two-Family & 
Multiple Family Residential (R/MR). 

The property is at the southwest corner 
of Sumpter and Judd Roads. The owners 
wish to turn the former commercial areas 
into residential spaces. 

At the Nov. 12 meeting, the commission 
held a public hearing and then unanimously 
recommended denial of the requested 
rezoning of 51100 Willis Road from Light 
Industrial to Rural Small Farm. The request 
now goes to the township board for final 
action. 

The applicant for rezoning of the 1.03- 
acre parcel on the north side of Willis Road 
and east of Rawsonville, the former Bokon 
property, was not present. 

The township’s zoning administrator 


Matthew Lonnerstater of Carlisle Wortman, 
said the Future Land Use Master Plan 
calls for Industrial use in that area, but the 
owner wants the house there to be zoned 
Residential so he can rebuild it if it burns 
and expand it. 

He said everything on the south side of 
Willis is zoned Residential and Commercial 
and the future land use is to promote 
residential development consistent with 
adjacent land uses on Willis. 

Lonnerstater said RF is consistent with 
present uses and not many Industrial or 
Commercial uses can be put on one acre. 

Trustee Matthew Oddy, who sits on 
the planning commission, said there was 
a foreclosure and in July 2013 the new 
owner bought the property. He said the 
35-acre parcel to the east was purchased 
six months ago for possible use as a 
Provisionary Center. 

Commissioner Joy Cichewicz said 
the owner could tear down the house 
and convert the property to Industrial or 
Commercial use. 

Oddy said there is a strip of properties 
along Willis in that area that are Rural 
Small Farm in the front and Industrial in 


the back.

Oddy said an owner couldn’t get a 
residential mortage on the property the 
way it is and if they wanted to sell it the 
terms would have to be cash. 

Amaninthe audience, who did not identify 
himself, said when he bought his property 
on Rawsonville Road, across from Country 
Farms market, it was zoned AG and now 
he’s being sent tax bills saying it is is zoned 
Residential. He got a tax bill for $300-$400 
and made him pay for three years back. He 
said the commission re-zoned his property 
without his approval and the commission 
insisted it did not rezone his property. 

Oddy suggested when he gets his next 
tax bill he should go to the Board of 
Review and then to the State Tax Tribunal 


if necessary. 
“The property is up for sale and I’ll be so 
glad to get rid of it,” the man said. 


The commission got back to discussing 
the requested rezoning. 

“We were considering rezoning all those 
dual-zoned properties” along Willis, Oddy 
said. 

“I’m not comfortable with rezoning this 
property,” Cichewicz said. 

The commission then voted to recommend 
to the township board that there be no 
change in zoning. 

The commission also held a public hearing 
on the revised draft of the zoning ordinance 
on Detached Accessory Buildings.

buildings wording and bring back a clear 
copy to the commission.

Michigan Association of Fire Fighters 
union local that also covers the “blended 
rate” officers, got up to speak although he 
was in pain after having major back surgery 
a couple of weeks ago. 

He read part of the email to the fire 
department negotiators from the township’s 
attorney Ethan Vinson where Vinson said 
the township board is eliminating the duty 
crew. 

Sgt. Abdilla said he has worked at VBT 
for a long time and before duty crews were 
put in place it took the fire fighters 25- 
30 minutes to come from their homes to 
the fire hall and then out to the scene. He 
said he has watched people die in freeway 
wreckage waiting for help. 

“Mr. Hart, it could be your children in 
there,” Sgt. Abdilla said. “It’s absurd we’re 
even talking about it.” 

He said he remembers when, in a recent 
letter in the Independent, the board told 
police officers to resign if they didn’t like 
their jobs. 

“Nobody wants to discuss these lies,” 
Abdilla said. He said he remembers when 
Trustees Hart and Jahr shook hands with 
the police officers when they got sworn in 
as fire fighters [at blended rates]. 

Jack Ridenour, who said he was new in the 
community, said figures on Clerk Wright’s 
chart show the Public Safety millage has 
been going up for the last three years, not 
down. 

He said 4 mills never covered all of Public 
Safety and the township is still paying 
about half, so he doesn’t see the problem. 
He asked why Public Safety expenditures 
jumped 10% in 2015. 

Clerk Wright said they added the ordinance

department to the police department and put 
aside $100,000. He disputed Ridenour’s 
interpretation of his chart and said he 
would be happy to sit down with Ridenour 
to discuss the finances. 

CeJay Marshall said he was there to 
support the millage committee and stated, 
“You cannot operate on a deficit budget.” 
He said people in this community don’t 
want a tax increase, but when the landfill 
closes in the near future they will have 
to pay a lot more. He said the millage 
committee didn’t have the support of the 
Public Safety Department. 

Abdilla said the budget problems are 
blamed on a classification of employees, 
which were called blended rate, but now 
are called “dual-role employees.” 

He referred to the closed door session that 
the board held the day before to discuss 
MAFF negotiations. 

He said according to SEMCOG (the 
Southeastern Michigan Council of 
Governments) the VBT Fire Department is 
the most fiscally efficient in SE Michigan. 
“Citizens of this community don’t deserve 
to go backward,” Abdilla said. 

Officer Byrd said he and his family 
moved here from the City of Detroit for a 
safe atmosphere. He asked if he has to tell 
his daughter that they are going to have to 
move again because, “This board is going 
to make this area less safe.” 

Officer Byrd said he never worked 
with the speaker “two back,” referring to 
Marshall, because he is extremely rude. He 
said police do intend to support the next 
millage. 

Lt. Buckberry said the Public Safety 
employees think the scare tactics of layoff 
is not the way to get support and it gets 
exactly the opposite. He asked the board to 
choose and decide. 

Former Township Supervisor Paul White 
said he has been in the township since the 
sheriff was patrolling. He said the reason 
the millage failed was because the 2.5 mills 
was added on and 2.5 mills would go into a 
segregated fund for Visteon. 

“That is the reason the millage failed,” 
White said. “See the truth.” He said there 
is a $10 million balance in the landfill fund 
and the landfill, in his opinion, will be open 
until 2026, and a limited time after that. 

“Somewhere, someone gave our fire 
chief and public safety director directions

on what to say,’ White said. “It had to 
come from above. Those two gentlemen 
wouldn’t do it on their own.” 

Abdilla said it’s time to move forward and 
not be talking about laying off employees. 
He said all three unions will support a 
millage question. 

“You got us,” Abdilla said. “It’s up to you 
what you do with us.” 

Trustee Hart said property assessments 
fell 30% and Public Safety never has been 
properly funded — ever. 

“T think the board is doing the right thing,” 
Trustee Hart said. “We hit a little blip ... but 
we have to move forward. Taking in 4 mills 
doesn’t do it. I don’t want you to think we 
don’t support public safety. We do.” 

Clerk Wright said he tries to tell the truth 
and, “No decision is going to be made to 
shut down a fire station, so eliminate that 
from your mind. 

“Someone obviously dropped the gun 
and moved forward. I’m sure the treasurer 
didn’t do it and I didn’t do it,” he said, 
noting the Independent called him when he 
was 900 miles away over the Thanksgiving 
holiday to ask him about police layoffs. 

“We met yesterday and had a good 
discussion,” he said of the closed-door 
session with MAFF negotiators. 

He said 2.5 mills in the millage question 
that failed was dedicated to public safety 
and, “We can’t take it and use it for 
anything else.” 

[At a public meeting, Supervisor Linda 
Combs explained that the plan was to get 
2.5 mills more for Public Safety so that the 
board could take the 2.5 mills it currently 
appropriates for Public Safety and instead 
put it into a dedicated fund to pay off the 
Visteon bonds.] 

Former VBT Public Safety Director Carl 
McClanahan said the township supervisor 
is the principal employer at the township. 
He said the police union was given an 
official notice that layoffs were eminent. 

“Who made a decision to do it and why?” 
McClanahan asked and the room broke out 
in applause. 

White thanked McClanahan for his 
question and then turned to the board: “The 
elimination of the duty crew and lay off of 
officers — If it is the desire of the board not 
to do that, all of you should say so.” There 
was no response. 

“The dual role employees show up for 
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work, work their shifts ... the biggest issue 
is management of this budget ... There’s 
$10 million in the landfill fund for us to 
use.” 

“Itis my hope the board will work with the 
union,” said Trustee Brenda McClanahan. 
“Do we want layoffs? No. I lived in a 
community where there were cut backs — 
and crime encroached. People could move 
away.”

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many of your readers who believe that he 
doesn’t work his 80 hours, this is not even 
close to the truth. Most of the time he works 
much more than this. 

The third issue: Fire Chief Besson is teaching 
at Schoolcraft College 4 days/week. I can’t 
even begin to imagine who thought up this 
rumor. Does Dan teach at Schoolcraft? Yes, 
he does with permission from the Township 
Supervisor after Schoolcraft pursued him. He 
was not out soliciting for other gigs. He is a 
highly credentialed instructor and they were 
in need. Last winter he taught one class. Let 
me repeat that ONE CLASS, one day per 
week for 3 hours. He reported back to the 
township after he was done teaching in the 
morning and worked the rest of the day. 
Many of those days he would stay until he 
worked his 8 hours, so he would be there 
until 8 or 9 at night. Other times, the hours 
were made up by working late on other days 
or one of the many evening meetings he 
attends, or incidents he responded to after 
regular business hours.

He 
did have an issue with the old K9 Tahoe 
breaking down frequently. He was given 
one of the Chargers from the Police 
Department.

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VBT Board approves budgets, 
ordinance against coal tar

The Van Buren Township Board of 
Trustees approved the amended 2015 and 
proposed 2016 general fund budgets on a 
5-1 vote at its regular meeting Dec. 1. 

Voting against the approvals was Trustee 
Reggie Miller, who did not explain her 
vote. Supervisor Linda Combs was absent 
and excused. 

The 2015 amended budget was 
$13,861,427 and the 2016 proposed budget 
is $14,358,372. 

When president of the dispatch/patrol 
officers union Adam Byrd asked if there 
were any cuts from this year’s budget to 
next year’s budget, Clerk Leon Wright said 
the budget has no cuts at all. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said the secretary 
proposed for the fire department was 
removed and that’s the only item removed 
from those budgets. 

Speaking earlier in the meeting, former 
Supervisor Paul White said the budgets 
for 2012, 2013, and 2014 averaged $12.6 
million and the 2016 budget is over $14 
million. White said the 2015 budget was 
$1.7 million more than the average and it 
is still to be audited. 

“Why is $1.7 million more necessary?” he 
asked, noting this area is slowly recovering. 
He said the 2.5 mill tax increase sought 
would have been hard on seniors since they 
get no raises in their income. 

“Who is going to manage that budget 
on a day-to-day basis?” White asked. “If 
we save, there would be zero need for a 
raise in the budget. The budget needs to 
be maintained on a daily, weekly, monthly, 
and annual basis.” 

He said if the three full-time elected 
officials aren’t interested in watching the 
budget, trustees can get a copy of spending 
through the clerk’s office. 

The township board passed the following 
budgets unanimously (with Supervisor 
Combs absent): 

e The 2015 amended and 2016 proposed 
Special Revenue Fund Budgets for 
Community Development Block Grant, 
Downtown Development Authority, 
Federal Forfeiture Fund, State Forfeiture 
Fund, E-911 Service Fund, Landfill Fund, 
and Belleville Area Museum; and 

e The 2015 amended and 2016 proposed 
Water and Sewer budget and a resolution 
approving the 2016 rate/fee schedule. 
Director James Taylor said this includes 
a 3% rate increase to water and sewer 
customers, a $225,000 additional capture in 
revenue to cover $220,000 in rate increases 
to basically break even in the operational 
budget. He said an $189,207 operational 
net gain is expected. 

Treasurer Budd said the proposed K-9 
dog and handler had been pulled out of the 
budget of the state forfeiture fund. 

She said there’s a difference in the 
building and planning department, since 


they have a director and he has a deputy. 

“Public Safety is pretty much where 
they’ve been,” Budd said. 

Coal tar sealant ban 

The board also unanimously approved 
the first reading of a new ordinance to ban 
the use of coal tar-based pavement sealants 
within the township. 

Matthew Best, Deputy Director of 
Planning and Economic Development, 
said the Environmental Commission 
is recommending the adoption of this 
ordinance to protect the health, safety, and 
welfare of township residents. 

He said coal tar-based sealants are a 
source of PAH, a known carcinogen. 

“These PAHs impact our residents, as 
well as our lakes and streams, with storm 
water carrying these carcinogens into 
our waterways,” he said. “Asphalt-based 
sealers are a safe and effective alternative 
to coal tar-based sealants.” 

He said the objectives are to prevent 
cancer, especially to children; citizen 
education rather than enforcement; a 
clause that the sealants may later require 
licensing; and that coal tar sealants are not 
sold in Van Buren Township. 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan asked how 
the township would enforce this. 

Best said it’s not the residents who do 
their own sealing that are the problem, 
since Lowe’s or Home Depot don’t sell 
coal tar sealants. 

He said the township compiled a list of 
sealant businesses that do business in VBT 
and the township will seek compliance 
through education. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said he is the board’s 
representative to the Environmental 
Commission and he publicly wanted to 
thank Dr. Dave Wilson for all his hard 
work on this issue. 

Dr. Wilson said Rebecca Esselman of the 
Huron River Watershed Council first called 
this issue to his attention. He thanked the 
Independent for the support it gave in 
reporting on coal tar. 

The second reading and final vote on 
the ordinance is scheduled for the Dec. 15 
meeting. 

In other business, the board: 

e Approved revisions to the Planning 
Commission’s Rules of Procedure, as 
requested by the commission; 

e Heard Pam Fleming give a promotion 
for the Belleville/Van Buren Goodfellows 
program. She said seniors who sign up can 
write “food only” on their application; 

e Heard Trustee Phil Hart announce that 
Raymond Bailey, a community activist 
and former member of the Public Safety 
Citizens’ Committee, died Thanksgiving 
Day; and 

e Heard comments from the of the 
audience of 52 on proposed layoffs to the 
police department and shut down of the 
duty crew at the fire department.

fundamentally flawed and don’t save the 
children. He said he doesn’t want to prolong 
the problem and so there is urgency. 

“Michigan is very close to the bottom of 
the game, with Massachusetts at the top,” 
he said. “The current system is designed 
to teach 5% as leaders and the rest as 
followers.” 

He said Michigan applied for a waiver 
to No Child Left Behind and in 2012 he 
left his position and his new charge at 
Michigan State University was to bring 
about rapid turnarounds. He referred to a 
300-page study on the issue. 

He said he has been in districts where they 
improve in 12 months. He said districts try 
to fix one classroom at a time and never get 
done. It has to be attacked systemically. He 
said districts spend too little time on things 
that really matter. 

He said fads come and go and the districts 
take on so much that they don’t know what 
to do next. 

“T looked at your MSTEPS [scores] and 
you’re a ways away from having students 
all the way to the finish line,’ Chandler 
said. 

He said there are many steps, but an 
important one is ensuring appropriate 
rewards for good teachers. He said often 
the district promotes teachers to be 
administrators “or someone steals them.” 
He said every time you lose a really good 
employee, your system goes backward. 

“More money and strong will are not 
enough,” he said. “Districts need to change 
the game. 

“They have to quit crying ‘we need more 
money’ ... It doesn’t cost more money to 
think differently,’ Chandler said. 

He said one of the biggest problems 
cited in reform literature is the common 
approach for districts to put Band Aids on 
problems. No one at the board table wished 
to comment on his question if they have 
put Band Aids on problems. 

“Mike has decided as superintendent to 
install the Blueprint for Turnaround,” he 
said, noting you have to publicly say you’re 
a failure before moving forward. 

“I think you’re a courageous district 
because you’re willing to go out on a 
limb,” he said. 

“When a heroic school principal leaves, 
the school goes backward,” Chandler said, 
adding the turnaround has to be led by the 
superintendent. 

He said when students fail, studies show 
they live shorter lives, eat a lower quality 
of food, have poorer health and have higher 
stress throughout their lives.

“Are you a good district for everybody?” 
he asked. “Do you have children who come 
to this district that you don’t take care of? I 
know the answer. 

“We must meet the needs of any child 
who comes to you ... there’s an urgency. 
Who’s going to save them if we don’t?” 

He said there are Tiers programs that 
are a fad and PLC (Professional Learning 
Communities) that make teachers frustrated 
because systems are not in place to support 
that. Van Buren schools use both of those. 

“You don’t increase teachers skills by 
asking them to do more,” he said. 

He then said the first part of the new system 
to be installed is Talent Management, 
which is “not comfortable.” He said the 
district is in the process of inventorying all 
the talent in the district. Then they decide 
how to keep the people in the jobs they’re 
good at and to get some into a different line 
of work. 

Board Trustee Sherry Frazier said that kind 
of scrutiny produces an anxious workforce 
always looking over their shoulder, not a 
cooperative, professional group. 

“This is not aimed at removing people,” 
Chandler replied, adding there is a level 
of discomfort “if we are aimed at saving 
children’s lives.” 

He said the Blueprint requires principals 
to spend 80% of their time in the classrooms 
and the superintendent and central office 
staff have to spend 50% in the buildings 
partnering with principals. 

Chandler said he knows that “Mike 
spends an exorbitant amount of time in the 
classrooms.” 

“There’s uncomfortableness because of 
that,” Trustee Frazier said. 

“I have to disagree,’ Chandler said,

VBT murder suspect set 


for preliminary exam on 
Dec. 9 at 34" District Ct.

Frederick Dewitt Lamphier, 78, was 
scheduled to appear before 34" District Court 
Chief Judge Tina Brooks Green on Dec. 9 to 
face a charge of second-degree murder. 

Van Buren Township Police Lt. Charles 
Bazzy said the suspect got into a fight with 
the victim at Cedar Woods Assisted Living on 
Dec. 4, 2013 and the victim died later from 
the injury sustained in the fight.
